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The  Illinois  Legislative  Staff  Internship  Program  began  in  1961  when  the  General  Assembly  appropriated 
funds  to  the  Legislative  Council  to  match  a Ford  Foundation  grant  to  the  University  of  Illinois.  Dual  financing 
continued  until  1967.  The  program  then  became  a permanent  program  of  the  Illinois  General  Assembly 
through  the  Legislative  Council,  the  University  of  Illinois,  and  other  cooperating  universities.  In  1972,  Sanga- 
mon State  University  (SSU)  assumed  ma  or  responsibility  for  the  direction  of  the  program.  The  program  is 
coordinated  by  the  Illinois  Legislative  Studies  Center  at  SSU.
